Among those present at this service were: Dr. A. W. 
Pegues, Revs.: J. J. Scarlett, N. B:: Dunham, Hepes 
Bandy, H. Adams, Geo. Williams, I. P. Pearsal, A. A. 
Morssey, D. J. Devane, J. M. Smith, W. T. Currie, Bros. 
J. W. Council, A. L. Johnson, E. S. Melvin, and others. 
After some brief remarks by the Vice Moderator, the 
programmes were adopted as a guide for the session.

Think of Washington’s monument, five hundred feet 
high, made of stone and granite, yet each had to be 
prepared to fit. Now if the builders of Washington’s 
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monument used prepared material, let us prepare our- 
selves and God will use us in His service. This subject 
was followed with an able response by Rev. I. P. Pear- 
sal, pastor of Good Hope Church, East Fayetteville. 

By a carried motion, committee on reception of new 
churches reported, recommending that the New Beth- 
lehem Church be enroiled as a member of Union Mis- 
sionary Baptist Association.

The Cnion shall be composed of messengers chosen 
of the churches and deacons and ministers belonging to the same. 

Art. 8. Each church may be represented by a letter and mes- 
sengers by payment of two cents for each member represented.

CONSTITUTION OF THE MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE QF

Art. IL This body shall be known as the Ministerial Conference 
of the Union Baptist Association. 

Its object shall be to better understand ourselves as a 
body of ministers, and to assist worthy supernuated ministers, 
(Retired). 

Art. 3. Its officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually, and a Home 
Mission Board consisting of seven Deacons, and it shall be presided 
over by the same officers of the Union and make all appropriations 
and have charge of all finance, and Home Mission work.
